It will be said that films “ featuring ”’ these incidents were prohibited ;

fit for exhibition in public. What we have to bear in mind is the fact 
that the wretched creatures responsible for the Hollywood films that 


are exhibited are gentlemen who exploit such pictures as those described 
in the Report 


The Board stetes that it has to guard against being accused of 
ridiculous prudery, and that is certainly a consideration to be borne in 
mind, although it surely takes care to leave itself a fairly large margin, 
as can be judged by many of the pictures which draw long and constant 
queues at the palaces that show them. 


There are, it is needless to 
point out, exceptior 


where the Cinema is put to most excellent use. 
But unhappily, so | am assured, only the sensational and the hardly- 
veiled indecent, except in very few instances, can be made to’ pay. 
And we Jews are especially interested—or should be—in this matter 
because most of those responsible for these American films belong to 
our people. Out of films they make vast sums of money and, as I see 
almost every weck. thes appear in American-Jewish papers as subjects 
for distinction, for having climbed successfully the ladder of fame. Or, 
thei= names occur as donors of large amounts to charities, doubtless 
as part of their advertising schemes, and’ part as an attempt to hide 
their miserable vocations under the guise of benevolence and to shield 
themselves from criticism for the way they make their really filthy 
lucre. I hope then, the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls 
and Women will direct its attention to the Pictures. 


It is high time 
it did so. 


That egregious gentleman, Captain W. Stanley Shaw, who made 
himself notorious some thirty, or mere vears ago, in reference to the 
anti-Alien agitation, one of the most pelitically dishonest movements 
the country has ever seen, re-appeared after vears of apparent inactivity 
at a meeting of. a concern which calls itself the National Citizens’ 
Union, held the other evening at.the Hove, Sussex, Town Hall. 
Judging from the report of his observations, the Captain is as muddle- 
headed as ever on the subject of his life obsession, is no less rude to 
Jews when he refers to them, and has abated nothing of his despicable 
caddishness of manner in addressing meetings called to further his pet 
project.

Wolfson should have thought it worth their while to waste their time,

There can be no question that the institution in general of a five- 
day working week would be an immense boen to Jews who desire to 
, If I mistake not, there is an organisation of 
Jews in the United States which, for this reason, devotes itself to 
propaganda in favour of the idea. But it would seem that it would be 
a great advantage generally from the economical point of view, and 


‘would prove satisfactory to both employers and employed to a degree 


seldom thought of. The New York correspondent of the DaiLy News 
recently gave some interesting particulars on the point. He says that 
in the United States there are 650,000 employees working a five-day 
week-—double the number that there were a year ago. The first 
factory to adopt the system was one in which the proprietors and the 


majority of workers were Jews, and the arrangement was come to in 


order to enable all to abstain from work on Sabbath, while the place 
was closed on Sundays in deference to non-Jewish workers. 

By the end of the War, says the correspondent, only eleven 
factories had adopted the five-day week, but to-day there are close on 
300. On the plants of the Ford motor works there are 200,000 persons, 
and there ere 150,000 labourers in the New York building trades 
working on this schedule. This is a remarkable increase, and the 
correspondent says that the five-day week “ looks like becoming one 
of the governing ideas|of the future.” The objection taken in some 
quarters to the plan is that it ereates a tendency to ~ rush ”’ five and- 
a-half deys’ work ‘into five, and forms an excuse for overtime. But

Dr. MONTEFIORE, Commenting upon the report and referring to 
the paragraph deahmg with the acceptance of the invitation from 
the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue, said that 
although, as the report. said, theitr participation in that movement 
was in itself but a small matter, it showed that the principle which 
leaders had always been keen to see established was gaining ground, 
hamely that co Operation between all sections of the Jewish Coi- 
munity was possible, but only rightly possible where there was 
proper and due recognition of the religious principles of the diverse 
sections, and that so far as this principle was recognised so far 
would they be able to participate more and more where an oppor- 


tunity offered itself in the general work of the Community, 
He hoped that the United Charities Fund, which had begun 
with considerable success, would continue to be still more 


successful. Dr. Montefiore spoke of the

Montefiore reminded the meeting of the International Conference of 
Progressive Judaism, which would take plaée in London in July. 
He spoke appreciatively of the late Mr. Bernhard Baron, who was a 
member of the Congregation and who, by his will, left the Synagogue 
a legacy of £10,900. 7 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. Julian H. Simon, the 
Treasurer's report was presented by the Vice-President, Mr. Lionel 
Jacob. The report stated that the total income for the past year 
umounted to £7,462—an increase of £283. The chief source of 
income, namely, the annual subscriptions, showed an advance over 
1928 of £321, the total received under this heading being £6,335, 
There was a falling off in the donations and offerings of £101. The 
total expenditure amounted to £8,189, an increase of £647 over the 
previous vear. 

Rabbi Dr. IsrArL I. Martruck said that the Council's offer to 
Jewish students of the use of some of the classrooms was one of the 
most important things which the Synagogue had done. The centre 
Was progressing very well, and he thought that they might congratu- 
late the Congregation that it had had the opportunity of doing this 
service for the Community.

Who will see to it that Britain’s sacred pledge to Israel's 
scattered hosts shall be kept in the letter and in the spirit /°  What- 
ever the answer the future may have for these questions, nothing can 
detract from the beauty and harmony of the life we are commemorating 
to-night. His death has come to us as a personal bereavement. Israel 
mourns for him, and will mourn for him many a day: but is fortified 
by the faith that (sot y if} comfort His People, together with all those 


who mourn for Jerusalem. and toil and hope for the welfare of Zion.” 
(Applause } 


Mr. Amery. 
Amery, after paying tribute to Lord Balfour, 
(reat War which had made the establishment 
of the Jewish national homea practical issue by confronting the world, 
and particularly this country, with the problem of the future of a 
Palestine left derelict after centuries of Turkish rule. As Foreign 
Secretary, Lord Balfour nodoubt took into consideration, among those 
imponderable influences which ‘counted for so much in the closing 
phase of the great struggle, the value of Jewish svmpathy throughout 
the world in response to the striking gesture of the Balfour declaration. 
As a strategist lie realised that only a prosperous and friendly Palestine 
could in future effectively cover the Suez Canal for Britain, and that 
there was no instrument to achieve that object comparable to the 
success Of a Jewish national home established under British auspices. 
(Applause.) Yet the determining factors lay far deeper than in those 
temporary and material considerations. They were part of the natural 
bent of British statesmanship, and, in a peculiar sense, of the structure 
of Lord Balfour's own mind. From Oliver Cromwell to Joseph 
Chamberlain the Zionist idea, in one form or another, had 
appealed to the instinctive. sympathy of Englishmen. The re- 
establishment in a land which-in a peculiar sense .was its own of an 
element so charged which intellectual and moral vitality, so steeped in 
all the traditions of the Western world, seemed te Lord Balfour to 
promise the dissemination of a eivilising influence in the Middle East, 
more acceptable and more penetrating than could ever be exercised 
by a purely external contact with Europe, And the possibility that 
this influence might carry with it sémething of British political ideals 
and a better understanding of the British Commonwealth, certainly 
did not detract from the interest of the problem in the mind of one who 
was first and foremost a great British patriot. (Applause.) “I can 
only say,’ said Mr. Amery in conclusion, “as to the future that I 
firmly believe that you here ean trust the British Parliament and the 
British people to make good the pledge which Lord Balfour gave you, 
and to carry out to its full fruition a great conception which will bring 
a new uplifting and a new mission to your ancient people, and added 
honour and strength to the British Commonwealth.” (Applause.) 


Lord Robert Cecil. 


Lorp Roverr Cecit said that Lord Balfour was, perhaps, the 
greatest, the most influential, the most respected of all the friends of 
Zionism in this country, at any rate of British race. Right at the 
foundation of bis character and all his achievement was the profound 
belief not in the things seen but in the things that were not seen. To 
him idealism was the most real and the most important part of life. 
It was the ides! side of Zionism which appealed to Lord Balfour. That 
was the inspiration of the Balfour Declaration. It was that fecling 
which urged him to carry through all the difficulties, to avoid the 
quicksands which beset the accomplishment. of the Palestine Mandate. 
And he was bound here to make one observation : “I am amazed and 
dismaved by the frivolity—to call it by no worse name—with which 
some writers aid perhaps a few speakers deal with the Treaty obliga- 
tions of this country. Only the other day I read in an organ which I 
used to regard as high-minded and respectable, a long article, the 
purpose of which appeared to be that we should disregard and free 
ourselves from some of the obligations of the Covenant of the League 
of Nations. I have seen similar articles discharged from an equally 
low plane of. public morality which had spoken of the Pal sstine Man- 
date.’ Lord Robert Cecil, after reading the preamble to the Palestine 
Mandate, said that nothing could be more precise or definite. No 
words could add to the binding effect of that statement. That was 
the pledged word of Great Britain and the British Kmpire. “ Even 
if it were possible that the League of Nations should release this country 
from that pledge, even if it were conceivable that we should be so base 
as to ask for such a release, the pledge to the Jewish people would still 
remain.” (Applause.) Lord Robert Cecil quoted from Article VI 
of the Mandate to the effect that while ensuring the rights and position 
of other sections of the population the Administration of Palestine 
shall facilitate Jewish immigration and shall encourage close 
settlement by the Jews on the land. “I cannot help feeling,” 
he said, “that if that article had been present in the minds 
of those who wrote the recent Report on the August Riots, 
they would perhaps have worded that report in rather 
different language. (Applause). And now we are asked that there 
shall be an enquiry into British policy. I have no objection to an 
enquiry into the methods of that policy, but into the obligation no 
enquiry can be tolerated. For it cannot be placed in doubt for a single 
instent. This is not only a matter for the Jewish people. This is not

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only a matter for this meeting, Many hard things are said about my 
country from time to time by those who dwell in other countries.

Convalescent Homes, Almshouses and After-Care Work. 

The Health and Convalescence Department had taken giant steps 
forward in the last ten years. After outlining the great progress made 
and the valuable work done by the various convalescent homes Mr. 
Stiebel pointed out that still there was room for any amount mcre cf 
this work. If they had more beds it would enable them to cut down 
their terribly long waiting list. In 1922 they took over the Joel 
Emanuel Alinshouses, with-accommodation for 38 additions! cld 
people. They had been able to make this new acquisition self- 
supporting. The Semuel and Myer Home for orphan boys and boys 
with bad homes now took its fall complement of 12 bovs. But more 
such homes for both boys and girls were needed. In 1928, they decided 
to entrust the voluntary visiters’ work to the representatives of the 
United Svnagocue and other Welfare Centres. This step proved most 
satisfactory; and 1929 saw 355 visits paid by volunteers, as compared 
with 105° in m0 and 128 in 1928. The Daneswood After-Care 
Commuttee in 1920 spent £648 on 38 persons~—in 1929, £138 on 19 cases. 
Two not unimportant changes in the relief machinery of the Board had 
taken place. A General Relief Committee had been instituted to assist 
in dealing with the fixed and temporary allowances and ordinary relief. 
Further the old divisions of A—K and L—Z, each assigned to a separate 

telief Clerk, had been amalgamated under one clerk.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The annual meeting of the seatholders will be held at the Committce- 
room of the Synagogue, 34, Upper Berkeley Street, on Sunday morning 
next, at eleven o'clock. 

The annual report (which includes the reports of the Ministers, the 
Wardens and the Treasurers) will be submitted to the meeting. The 
following is an abstract of the Ministers’ report : 

The usual activities of the Synago; ue have been carried on with reasonably 
satisfactory results. The Sabbath Morning Services, at which the revised ritual 
has been used, have met with growing approval, and are attracting somewhat 
larger congregations. The Children’s Sabbath Morning Services show an increase 
in the attendances. We desire to record our deep regret at the death of Mr. 
Alex. Myer, the late Secretary, and confidéntly expect a large measure of 
assistance in our work from Mr. B. M. Woolf, the new Secretary. 

In the report of the Wardens, the hope is expressed that the Rev. Morris 
Joseph, the Emeritus Minister, will soon be restored to health. The Wardens 
record with deep satisfaction that there has been a marked revival of interest in 
the Synagogue and its various activities daring the year, due to the tireless 
energy of the Senior Minister, who has received the loyal support of his 
colleague, Mr. Simmons. The Wardens welcome the increased attendances of 
children at the special services, and seek the co-operation of the parents in that 
connection. The Treasurers report that 54 new members were admitted during 
the vear, as compared with 80 in the previous year, yielding a seat-rental of £366 
as against £335.. Seventeen members resigned, as against 31 in 1928. The total 
number of members was 733 gentlemen and 533 ladies. The income was £8,961 
and the expenditure £9,103, leaving a deficit of £142. The work of the West 
London Synagogue Association continues to progress.

He does not remember that Mr. Rutenberg 
suggested either that a big demonstration of Jews on the 15th of 
August was possi ble or that the Government should take steps to 
regulate any gatherings of Jews that there might be at the Wall on that 
date. 

Political leaders among the Arabs in Palestine, as well as the 
Arabic Press, took public notice of these- matters. The Mufti of 
Jerusalem and others addressed telegrams to the Colonial Office and 
Lo the High Comnussioner, and these telegrams were reproduced in the 
Ayabie Press in Palestine. The Society for the Defence of the Mosque 
of Aqsa and the Moslem Holy Places issued a statement which was 
published in Un Jamea of the 12th of August. One allegation ran 
as follows : 

The Jews having recently committed excesses on a group of the neigh- 
bouring Moslems, in the presence of the Jewish Police Officer, legal proceedings 
have been taken against them so that the offenders receive the punishment 
they merit. 

On the same day there appeared in the PaLestiInE WEEKLY, an 
article entitled ‘‘ Love or Hatred,’’ by Dr. Klausner, head of the Pro- 
Wailing Wall Committee. The article was written m a tone calculated 
to produce excitement, criticising the Palestine Government in the 
most bitter terms, but urged restraint from acts of violence, =~

The Rutenberg and Novomeysky Coricessions. 

Oae of the minor but persistent grievances of the Arabs is the 
grant of concessions to Messrs. Rutenberg and Novomeysky for the 
gener ition of electricity end the extraction of salts from the Dead Sea. 
The latter coneession was examined by the Commissioners who found 
that it provided for Government participation in the proceeds of the 
concessionary works, by way both of royalties and ashare in any profits, 
on the most favourable terms that could be expected having regard to 
the speculative character of the enterprise. The Arab complaint, 
therefore, was not well founded. On the contrary, the development 
of these natural resources of Palestine by capital introduced by Jews 
might prove to be of considerable benefit to every section of the popu- 
lation, and the fact that the initiative in the matter had been taken by 
persons, who, though Palestinian citizens, were net of Arab blood, 
ought not to be allowed by the Arab leaders so to influence their judg- 
ment that theyregard these constructive worksas a reason for complaint. 


Difficulties Inherent in the Mandate. 

* At an early point in this report we stated-——and in so’ doing we 
quoted Sir Herbert Samuel—that the situation in Palestine for the past 
twelve years has been dominated by the Balfour Declaration, which 
was embodied in the preamble of the Mandate for Palestine and on 
which has been based the policy followed in that country by each of 
His Majesty’s Governments in Great Britain since the War. This 
then is the document where the administrator in Palestine may expect 
to find some definttion of the principles by which his Government should 
be guided. Putting ourselves in the place of the administrator we will 
examine the Declaration. 

* First we will quote the letter of the 2nd of November, 1917, from 
lord Balfour (then Mr. Arthur Balfour) of which the Declaration 
formed a part.

Compensation for Victims of the Riots. 
GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 


The Government has issued an official statement announcing 
that the sum of £100,000 has been fixed for the payment of compensa- 
tion to sufferers from the riots in Palestine in August, and that the 
payments, will be made er gratia. The maximum compensation 
payable for a husband killed during the riots is £250, for a wife £100, 
and for persons between the ages of fourteen and eighteen £100 each. 
‘To persons severely wounded and disabled during the riots sums not 
exceeding £100 will be paid. No compensation. will be paid for 
persons killed under the age of fourteen. 

The Government has informed the Polish Consul-General that 
the claims of Polish citizens for compensation for losses suffered 
during the August riots will be met by the Government to the 
extent of £15,000, 


Arabs’ Petition Against Death Sentence. 
Leave for further appeal has been refused by the Privy Council 
to a number of Arabs who were sentenced to death in connection 


with the outbreaks in August last. A report of the case, which was 
heard in London, will be found under “ Law Cases” in this issue. 


Arab Need for Protection from Jews. 
BRITISH COMMANDER'S DENIAL, 
. In connection with the Arab allegations that the British warship 
Barham” was sent to Haifa in August, in order to protect the 
Arabs against Jewish attacks, a letter has been obtained by the 
Jews in Haifa from the Commander of the “Barham” denying 
the Arab story. The Commander states in his letter that when he 
arrived in Haifa the serious rioting was over, but during his stay 
there no question arose about the protection of Arabs from Jewish 


attacks.

ARABS PETITIONS PAIL. —Betoro the Judicial

The 
main questions raised is to whether the trial Court ever addressed its 
mind to the prohlem whether there was any evidence of “ murder with 
premeditation in Ottoman law, and as to w hether there was any evidence 
at all a Which the petitioners could be found guilty of murder with pre- 
meditation. it was « . plained by counsel for the petitioners that the dis- 
tinction im Ottoman -lo between murder with premeditation and -wilfal 
killing was quite different from that which exists in English law between 
murder and mansiaughte yr Many acts which would amount to murder in 
English law would not amount te murder with premeditation in Ottoman law.

RECOMMENDED FOR DEPORTATION.-At the Mansion House 
Justice Room before the Lord Mavor, Cari James SHaprro, 40, an American, 
less ribed as.a real estate agent, stay ing at the Langham Hotel, was charged 
with being found in the United Kingdom without the leave of the immigration 
officer. Detective-inspector Ward said that the defendant told him that he 
entered the country at Tilbury on February 9th'on a week-end ticket from 
Dunkirk. Detective-inspector Chapman said this was the third time the 
defendant had irregularly entered Great Britain. In 1926 the Home Office 
issued directions that he was not to be allowed to enter as he was suspected 
of being a “share pusher.’ Replying to Mr. Harry Myers, solicitor, for the 
defence, the witness said the defendant had never previously been charged 
with any offence, but the Home Office did not want him in this country.. The 
Lord Mayor said he was very much disposed to send him to prison, but as 
he had not been previously charged he would fine him £100 and recommend 
him for deportation, It was a scandal that people should use these week-end 
tickets for the purpose of breaking the law. The fine was paid.

FALSE PRETENCES CHARGE.—At Bow Street Police Court last 
week, Emmernick Wuyte, described as a theatrical agent, of Hanover Street, 
was charged with obtaining £100 by false pretences from Miss Rose Levene, 
a dressmaker, living with her mother at Shoreditch. Miss Levene said that 
she met Whvte at the Regent Palace Hotel last May, and they became 
engaged. He took new offices in Charing Cross Road for his business as an 
ayent for revue artists, and she advanced him £100 on his representation that 
the L.C.C. required that sum as a deposit. She lent him other money for 
furniture £400 in all. She had since discovered that the council hac refused 
his application for a theatrical agent's licence, and that no deposit was ever 
required. It was pleaded for Whyte that he was prepared to account for 
every penny, but he was committed for trial, bail being allowed. At the 
London Se:sions th’s week, the ceeused was found ** Not Guilty,” and was 
Cisehe rged. 


DROWNING FATALITY.—Mr. Isciesy Oppie held an inquest 
at Westminster, on the body of Annie Stein, 49, of Knightland Road, 
Upper Clapton, who was drowned inthe Thames. Charles Stein, a metal mer- 
chant. said that his wife had an operation last November, and after she left the 
nursing home she suffered from delusions. On Saturday, March 8th, they 
went out together. On their return he tried to persuade her not to go out 
again, but she went. He did not see her again until March 17th, when he 
identified her at the mortuary by her clothing. Other evidence was that the 
body was found near Grosvenor Road on March 16th. Attempts-at rescue 
were made by George Rawson Hunter and Police-Constable Hook, both of 
whom the Coroner said he would recommend to the Carnegie Hero Fund, 
A verdict of ‘* Suicide while of unsound mind ” was recorded. 


INQUEST ADJOU RNED.—On Saturday at Cardiff, the inquest was 
opened on the body of Mr. SoLomon Hart, aged 69, outfitter, who carried 
on business in the Docks district, and who lived in Cathedral Road. The 
doctor who attended Mr. Hart communicated with the Cardiff City coroner

LiY is it that when we conclude the reading of a 
book of the Pentateuch, as we did last Sabbath, 
we exclaim PINAR pw: “Be strong, be 
strong, and let us strengthen one another!’ The 

words are recited first by the congregation and repeated by 

the Chazan in the traditional melody as if they actually form 

part of the text. 
FIRMNESS. 

When Moses was surrendering the leadership of Israel to 
Joshua he charged him “ Be strong and of good courage” 
PONT pin. The Hebrew words really mean “ Be firm, be 
resolute. ‘ let not your mind be swayed from what you know 
to be right.” The significance of the Hebrew code of Law 
lies in its absolute justice and the permanence of its principles, 
which are not dependent on time or persons. The rich man 
is no more to be considered than the poor. But also the poor 
man is not entitled to have special consideration, if right is on 
the side of the rich. The judge must not be swayed by con- 


siderations of compassion. Justice must prevail at all costs. — 


That needs firmness. The one who has to decide must not be 
influenced by the wealth and power of a litigant, nor by his 
poverty or weakness. The same applies to the individual 
observance of the law. We must not let convenience, nor the 
love of pleasure, deflect us from following the path of duty. 
We must train ourselves to the habits of self-control and 
discipline. Wemust be strong. By building up our characters 
can wé alone find the way to real happiness. 
MUTUAL Arp. 

But to do this we must help one another. It is not 
easy for one man to keep the law, when all around him are 
law-breakers. A shopkeeper, for instance, finds it hard to 
observe the Sabbath if all his competitors trade on that day, 
So there must be mutual aid. Let us help one another to be 
good Jews. Jewish employers must take fellow-Jews into 
their service so that they may, for instance, be able to observe 
Sabbaths and Festivals. We must stimulate others by our own 
example. Those who have wealth and high position must not 
merely pay lip service to Judaism but must set the example in 
Jewish observance. People who are in the limelight have a 
greater responsibility than those in more obscure positions, 
We must be strong ourselves, and we must strengthen one 
another, It is hypocrisy to read the Torah if no-one ineans to 
observe it. Therefore, the words chanted at the end of each 
Book have a real meaning. “ Be strong, be strong, and let us 
strengthen one another!”
